Center Sills — Built up of 3 — 2 x 8 Pine, Fir or Hem- 
lock. High quality, good, sound, seasoned stock. 

Wall Plates — 2x6 furnished for top of foundation 
wall, same high quality stock. 

Headers — Furnished according to size of floor joist, 
for across end of joist. 

Floor Joists — 2x10 or 2x8 according to span. 
Spaced on 16-inch centers. Bridging on each span.
